Cop sues estate of teen 
he killed, claiming trauma

A Chicago police officer who fatally shot a 
19 -year-old college student and accidentally 
killed his neighbor has filed a lawsuit against 
the teenager’s estate, arguing the student’s ac- 
tions prompted the shooting and caused the 
officer “extreme emotional trauma.” 

Officer Robert 
Rialmo’s lawsuit was 
filed Friday amid May- 
or Emanuel’s efforts to 
win back public trust 
in the Chicago Police 
Department follow- 
ing the release of vid- 
eo last fall of an offi- 
cer shooting to death 
17-year-old Laquan 
McDonald on Oct. 20, 
2014, and other cases 
of alleged police mis- 
conduct. 

Rialmo’s lawsuit 
provides the officer’s 
first public account 
of the Dec. 26 shoot- 
ing in West Garfield 
Park. It says Rialmo 
opened fire after 
Quintonio LeGrier 
twice swung a bat 
at his head at close 
range, and LeGrier 
was shot when Rialmo saw him raising the bat 
again and thought LeGrier could kill him if 
LeGrier hit him in the head with the bat. 

LeGrier’s father, Antonio LeGrier, had filed 
a wrongful death lawsuit saying his son wasn’t 
a threat, and Rialmo’s lawsuit, which asks for

damages of more than $180,000, plus court 
and attorney fees, is a countersuit in that case. 
Rialmo also fatally shot Antonio LeGrier’s 
neighbor Bettie Jones, 55, in the confrontation, 
but police have said her death was accidental. 

Antonio LeGrier’s attorney Basileios Fou- 
tris, was incredulous at what he called the of- 
ficer’s “temerity” in suing the college student’s 
grieving family Foutris said the lawsuit was 
“outlandish.” 

‘After this coward shot a teenager in the 
back ... he has the temerity to sue him? That’s 
a new low for the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment,” Foutris said. 

Rialmo’s lawyer, Joel Brodsky, said Saturday 
that his client is going through a grieving pro- 
cess that officers experience whenever they 
fatally shoot someone. 

“He’s got this extra added burden {with} 
the death of Jones,” Brodsky said. “He’s going 
through what I would call the normal grieving 
process for someone who is forced to take a 
human life.” 

Last week, interim police Superintendent 
John Escalante told the Tribune that Ri- 
almo’s administrative duties were extended 
indefinitely

Former Bear’s family 
slams Goodell remarks

The son of late Bears safety Dave Duerson 
joined the chorus criticizing Roger Goodell 
for how the NFL commissioner recently 
compared risks of playing football to “risk in 
sitting on the couch.” 

Goodell was widely panned after his pre- 
Super Bowl news conference Friday for al- 
luding to childhood obesity in response to a 
question about whether he feels comfortable 
encouraging parents to steer their children 
toward football in light of seven high school 
players who died last season because of inju- 
ries suffered in games or practices. 

Tregg Duerson was among those who took 
offense. His father, who played for the Bears 
for seven of his n NFL seasons, committed 
suicide in 2011 at age 50 and was posthumously 
diagnosed with chronic traumatic encepha- 
lopathy (CTE). 


“Comparing the CTE risk that NFL play- 
ers face with an apparently inherent risk in 
sitting on the couch is an insult to the men af- 
fected by CTE,” Duerson said in a statement 
Sunday morning. “These men and their fami- 
lies deserve better. The commissioner and 
the owners should be displaying empathy not 
insensitively minimizing the severity of long- 
term brain damage.” 

Goodell said Friday that if he had a son he 
would encourage him to play football. He 
called the high schoolers’ deaths “tragic” and 
cited them among the motivations for the 
league’s continued investment in programs 
that teach safer tackling techniques. He pro- 
ceeded to extol values learned from playing 
the sport, including discipline, teamwork and 
perseverance. 

“There is risk in life,” Goodell said. “There 
is risk in sitting on the couch.”
